CARSON CITY — Gov. 
Steve Sisolak’s office on 
Wednesday sought to clarify 
which “nonessential” busi- 
nesses he’s ordered closed, 
but the strongly worded 
directive apparently remains 
optional for all companies 
except casinos. 

The governor on Tuesday 
ordered casinos and all other 
nonessential businesses to 
close for 30 days to suppress 
the potential spread of the 
COVID-19 outbreak in Ne- 
vada. Sisolak on Wednesday 
continued to stress the urgen- 
cy of the recommendation in 
the face of the pandemic, but 
he stopped short of making 
his orders mandatory. 

Sisolak urged nongaming 
businesses to close and told 
residents to “stay home for 
Nevada’ to fight the corona- 
virus. Other governors have 
also used similar caution- 
ary urgency as opposed to 
announcing mandatory 
closures. 

Local and county author- 
ities Wednesday were inter- 
preting the state’s guidelines 
on closures and trying to 
determine whether they were 
enforceable. 

The Metropolitan Police 
Department said in a state-
